A device for improving healing of a wound on a Ikableg wherein 
said device comprises an enclosure comprising a plastic material, wherein said enclosure has a first 
end with a closeable opening at-an nnd tW a n f and an enclo s ed end opposite said first end, said 
device further comprising , a fastening means to onablo the opening of said cncloauro to bo closed for 
closing the opening around a portion of the legUmb with the wound contained within said enclosure, 
wherein said device further comprises a nd at least one fluid-absorbent material within said enclosure 
wherein said fluid-absorbent material is located at s aid closed end opposite said first end such that, 
when the device is applied to a limbleg with a wound, a portion of said fluid absorbent material is 
positioned bolow said fastoning moans and io in contaot with an unaffected part of the limb contained 
within said enclosure at said closed end t o absorb fluid produced by said wound p rcvont o xcoriation 
of th o unaffected part of the limb; and wher o in p aid d o vico providoa a worm and moi o t e nvironment 
around th e wound . 

12 (previously presented). The device according to claim 1 1 , wherein said plastic material is 
gas-impermeable. 

1 3 (previously presented). The device according to claim 1 1 , wherein said plastic material is 
of a multi-layer plastic construction including a gas-impermeable layer. 

14 (previously presented). The device according to claim 13, wherein said multi-layer 
construction further comprises an odor-absorbent layer. 
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1 5 (previously presented). The device according to claim 12, wherein said enclosure further 
comprises a means for venting gases through the enclosure. 

1 6 (previously presented). The device according to claim 1 5, wherein said venting means is 
in association with an active filter. 

1 7 (previously presented). The device according to claim 1 3, wherein said enclosure further 
comprises a means for venting gases through the enclosure. 

1 8 (previously presented). The device according to claim 1 7, wherein said venting means is 
in association with an active filter. 

1 9 (previously presented). The device according to claim 1 4, wherein said enclosure further 
comprises a means for venting gases through the enclosure. 

20 (previously presented). The device according to claim 1 9, wherein said venting means is 
in association with an active filter. 

21 (previouslypresented). The device according to claim 11, wherein said enclosure is water 
vapor-permeable. 

22 (previously presented). The device according to claim 1 1 , wherein said enclosure is in the 
general shape of a sock or boot. 

23 (previously presented). The device according to claim 22, wherein said enclosure further 
comprises a non-slip sole. 
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24 (previously presented). The device according to claim 1 1 , wherein said enclosure further 
comprises a burstable sachet within the enclosure, wherein said sachet comprises an agent suitable 
for treating burns. 

25 (previously presented). The device according to claim 1 1 , wherein said plastic material is 

pliable. 

26 (previously presented). The device according to claim 1 1 , wherein said plastic material is 
at least partially transparent to provide visible access to the wound.

31 (currently amended). A method for improving healing in a feableg having a wound using 
a device for r ^^w^ P mvin r healinP of the wound on th e wound e d limb lgg, wherein said device 
comprises an enclosure comprising a plastic material, wherein said enclosure has a first end with a 
closeable opening atan o ndthorcof. and a fastening means to enable th o opening of oaid encloouro to 
wj^4fnr rinsing the opening around a portion of the leglimb with the wound contained within 
said enclosure, wherein said device farther comprises a nd at least one fluid-absorbent material within 
said ^i» c „r P wh*™in said fluid- abs o rbent material is located at said closed end opposite said first 
end such that, when the device is applied to afcffibiegwith a wound, ai**t«*w»f said fluid absorbent 
material is positioned bolow oaid faot o ning m o an o and ia in contact with an unaffect e d part of th e 
limb contained within said «t ™d closed end to absorb fluid produced by said wound 

prevent excoriation of tho unaff e cted part of tho limb; and wherein oaid device providoo a warm and 
moist environment around tho wound, thereby prom o ting healing of the wou nd, wherein said method 
comprises: 

a. inserting the wounded Wrnbleg into the closeable opening of the device; 

b. placing the wounded teMeg in the enclosure so that the wound is contained within the 
enclosure; 
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o. positioning the fastening moono about tho cloo o ablo opening su u h that th o portio n o f mi d 
firat fluid aboorbont matorial io positioned below tho faotoning means and in in contact with paid 
unaff e cted part of tho limb; and 

dc. securely closing the enclosure of the device about the wounded Meg using the 
fastening means creating a warm, moist environment within the enclosure thereby promoting wound 
healing. 

32 (previously presented). The method according to claim 3 1 , wherein said plastic material is 
gas-impermeable. 

33 (previously presented). The method according to claim 3 1 , wherein said plastic material is 
of a multi-layer plastic construction including a gas-impermeable layer. 

34 (previously presented). The method according to claim 33, wherein said multi-layer 
construction further comprises an odor-absorbent layer. 
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
